• Liberty, Mo., NOK 7—By tonight 
Jessie B. Webb will know whether the 
jury listened to his story of a love-in- 
spired suicide pact believed him. It 
was one of the strongest recitals ever 
goven on a witness stand, and realiz- 
ing this, Webb awaits in fear. 


Instructions were given to the jury 


this morning. Closing arguments fol- 
lowed1. Those who have watched the 
case feel confident threre will be a 
verdict before nightfall. 


Webb and Inez Walkup were nurses 


at the Hospital for the Insane at St. 
Joseph, Mo. They told their friends 
they had been married secretly, and 
visited Webb's sister in Plattburg, 
Mo., as man and bride. 
There, ac- 


cording to Webb's strange story,' the 
girl revealed to him her 
condition, 


and declared they 
must 
both end 


their .lives to atone for her sin, for 
their only marriage, he said, had been 
an agreement iof mutual love, never 
solemnized by civil ceremony. 
;;He agreed witfc-huJiHgfe' ^TinrgrM 
finally .went with him to Smithvill?, 
Mo. There she bought morphine and 
they each took the poison. Then the 
girl bought strychnine, but the doc- 
tor who sold it, suspecting her pur- 
pose, mixed it with other drugs os 
that its power to kill was taken away 
and agai nthey failed. 


Then he bought a revolver 
and 


they agreed that one must shoot the 
other, then take his own life. Webb 
said he weakened and sent word to 
James M. Reed, a merchant at Trim- 
ble, 
Mo., to come and take him to his 


brother's home, but that when Reed 
arrived the girl threw herself in their 
path and declared if Webb left she 
would follow and kill him. Reed cor- 
roborated this testimony. 
-So Reed 


left the room alone. 


"Then we agreed that this 
night 


must be our last," testified Webb. "I 
put the pistol under my pillow, and 
we went to sleep with that under- 
standing. Next morning about dawn, 
I was awakened by something press- 
ing against my chest. It was the pis- 
tol. 
Miss Walkup leaned over me 


and said, 'Good bye, here is where we 
both die.' Then she pulled the trig- 
ger and I knew no more until I came 
to, to find people crowded in 
teh 


room. 
They iiad been attracted by- 


two shots. 
One of the shots killed 


Miss Walkup. I was only wounded."

Strange People of the North Who Dress 


In Feathers Found by Dr. George B. 
Gordon of University of Pennsylvania. 
Patriarchal Priests Govern Them. 


A new tribe of- aborigines hitherto 


unknown to science is reported by Dr. 
George B. Gordon, curator of the de- 


tne University of Pennsylvania, who 
recently returned to Philadelphia after 
a dive into the Alaskan wilderness, 
says the New York Evening Sun. 


The tribe was discovered 800 miles 


from the mouth of the Koskokwim riv- 
er, and Dr. Gordon lias named them 
'•Kuskwagamutes." Instead of wear- 
ing furs the people dress in the skins 
of birds, making clothing from the 
breast feathers of loons. The explorer 
brought Lome a collection of their 
clothing and utensils. 


"When the collection arrives at Phil- 


adelphia he and other ethnologists will 
try to determine whether the tribe 
came from Asia or whether it migrated 
from Lower California. Dr. Gordon be- 
lieves the race has been gradually driv- 
en by Athabascan Indians and Eski- 
mos to its present quarters, which is a 
natural fortress. 
They represent per- 


haps the most ancient dwellers of Alas- 
ka, who made their way there from 
Asia. They are monogamists, and no 
such thing as vice is known among 
them. 
They are permitted by their 


priests to have more than one wife, but 
never do so. The men are tall and 
strong physically and the women grace- 
ful and good looking. 
Dr. Gordon 


says there are only 400 of them left. 


The members of the tribe show a 


higher mentality and development than 
any of the known inhabitants of the 
far north. They alone of all the tribes 
north of Mexico and southern Califor- 
nia possess the art of pottery making 
and are believed to be the last of the 
undiscovered races on this continent to 
be brought to light. Dr. Gordon heard 
of them -\vhen he was in Alaska in 1905 
and determined to find them, although 
it necessitated his penetrating an un- 
known Alaskan wildc.ness. 


Dr. Gordon lived for several months 


with these strange people of the Kos- 
kokwitu to study their language, reli- 
gion and habits. He found them re- 
markably free from crime and with 
no set laws, being governed by priests 
who are patriarchs. 
The exploring 


expedition 
was fltred out by Mrs. 


Charles C. Harrison of Philadelphia 
and set out last spring. 


As a companion for the journey he 


engaged a guide. They took steamer 
as far as Fairbanks, the largest mining 
camp in the Alaskan ulterior. 
At 


Fairbanks they built a canoe and made 
th'eir way in it to the mouth of the 
Kantishua river, a hitherto uncharted 
and unnamed river emptying into the 
Tauaiia fifty iiiilos belo« Fail banks. 


Although this river is as large as 


the Delaware 
at 
Philadelphia the 


geography of the northwest is on so 
tremendous a-scale, says Dr. Gordon, 
that hitherto it has been ignored as 
an insignificant creek. 
Dr. Gordon 


resolved to go up it as far as possible 
and trust fortune as to his finding a 
portage fiom its head to the Koskok- 
wim. 


He camped one night near the mouth 


(if this stream in an Indian village 
One of the young men declared tha 
he had crossed the divide between the 
two streams and volunteered to tuake 
a map of the portage for the doctor's 
guidance. Accordingly the youth drew 
oil biich bark a map of a route up the 
Kantishua to its source, the hitherto 
unknown lake. Mintuana, within fifty 
miles of Mount McKinley, the taiiest 
peak in Xorth America, and across by 
an ea«y portage of ten miles to the 
Koskofcn iru, who^e course he outlinec 
for a considerable distance both ways 


The canoe was forced up the river 


which ran so swiftly that it was neces 
sary constantly to resort to the tump 
line—a line attached to the forehead o! 
one of the travelers, who walks in the 
stream and pulls the canoe while the 
other steers. 
After 2oO miles of this 


heartbreaking work Dr. Gordon came 
to Lake Miutuana. nestling at the foo' 
of Mount McKinley, and found the 
"easy" ten mile portage. It took him 
.=ix days to traver.se the ten miles. Once 
across, for two solid months the party 
paddled dowu the Koskokwim. makin 
geographical 
and 
ethnographic re- 


searches as they went 


On his return journey from 
the 


mouth of the Koskokwim river to 
Xome, a distance of over 100 miles 
Dr. Gordon nearly died of starvation 
and thirst. lie was compelled to haz 
ard the stormy trip in a twenty foot 
trading skiff. 
On the first day out a 


storm aro^e, and the skiff was driven 
across Bering sea to the Siberian coast 
For twenty days the doctor and his 
companions were buffeted by the sea 
in the neighborhood of Bering strait 
On short ration's from the fir=;t, after 
the first five days there was nothing to 
cat but hardt'ifk biscuit. Xear the end 
of the vojncre water gave out, and only 
the sighting of Sioeria, where the wa- 
ter cask w.is filled from a stream, 
saved the party from the horrors of 
thirst. At the time of the l.iniliiig in 
Siberia the provisions ran out alto- 
gether, and as tho coast was absolutely 
barren of l.fe the party was compelled 
to put to sea <i£ta:n and face the return 
journey to America absolutely without 
provisions. Fortunately a fresh east- 
erly breeze took them to Nome in three 
days, during which they had nothing to 
e-lt

brate propeller, at 73 Fulton street, 
Xew York. 


Set in uaotion by belt gear and driv- 


en by four piston reds which pass 
thiough the stuffing boxes in the bot- 
tom of the boat and are connected to 
its hinges, the triple horizontal plates 
which form the propeller worked up 
and down with the sinuous action of a 


device is so unlike anything presented 
jefore for propelling a vessel and its 
merit's seemed BO apparent that the 
spectators predicted the propeller and 
its inventor would speedily become 
subjects for serious consideration by 
all interested in marine or aerial pro- 
pulsion, for Mr. Turner intends to ap- 
ply his system to aerial navigation. 


Captain Reynold T. Hall, U. S. X., 


chief of the steam engineering depart- 
ment at the Brooklyn navy yard, who 
was oue of the spectators, said of the 
propeller afterward: 


'It looks well aud it works well and 


is an invention that it seems to me 
well warrants a trial in the water. It 
has a lifting as well as a propelling mo- 
tion, and it has this advantage over 
the screw propeller that the surface 
on both sides ot each blade, or plate, 
is efficient for propulsion, while in the 
screw propeller only the front surface 
is efficient." 


Commander Etnil Theiss of the same 


department at the navy yard said: 


"This is certainly an interesting in- 


vention, and it looks promising. The 
principle is a good one. and it mny 
revolutionize all theories of propul- 
sion."

If found practicable these 
figures will be placed on the top of the 
towor, so as to be seen from all sides 
for many miles. 


the University of Pennsylvania, who 
recently returned to Philadelphia after 
a dive into the Alaskan wilderness, 
says the New York Evening Sun. 


The tribe was discovered 800 miles 


from the mouth of the Eoskokwirn riv- 
er, and Dr. Gordon has named them 
'•Kuskwagamutes." Instead of wear- 
ing furs the people dress in the skins 
of birds, making clothing from the 
breast feathers of loons. The explorer 
brought home a collection of their 
clothing and utensils. 


When the collection arrives at Phil- 


adelphia he and other ethnologists will 
try to determine whether the tribe 
came from Asia or whether it migrated 
from Lower California. Dr. Gordon be- 
lieves the race has been gradually driv- 
en by Athabascan Indians and Eski- 
mos to its present quarters, which is a 
natural fortress. They represent per- 
haps the most ancient dwellers of Alas- 
ka, who made their way there from 
Asia. They are monogamists, and no 
such thing as vice is known among 
them. 
They are permitted by their 


priests to have more than one wife, but 
never do so. The men are tall and 
strong physically and the women grace- 
ful and good looking. 
Dr. Gordon 


says there are only 400 of them left. 


The members of the tribe show a 


higher mentality and development than 
any of the known inhabitants of the 
far north. They alone of all the tribes 
north of Mexico and southern Califor- 
nia possess the art of pottery making 
and are believed to be the last of the 
undiscovered races on this continent to 
be brought to light. Dr. Gordon heard 
of them when he was in Alaska in 1905 
and determined to find them, although 
it necessitated his penetrating an un- 
known Alaskan wilde.-ness. 


Dr. Gordon lived for several months 


with these strange people of the Kos- 
kokwiia to study th^ir language, reli- 
gion and habits. He found them re- 
markably free from crime and with 
no set laws, being governed by priests 
who are patriarchs. 
The exploring 


expedition was fiVed out by Mrs. 
Charles C. Harrison of Philadelphia 
and set out last spring. 


As a companion for the Journey he 


engaged a guide. They took steamer 
as far as Fairbanks, the largest mining 
camp to the Alaskan interior. A1 
Fairbanks they built a canoe and made 
th'eir way in it to the mouth of the 
Kantishua river, a hitherto uncharted 
and unnamed river emptying into the 
Tauana fiftj miles below Fairbanks. 


Although this river is as large as 


the Delaware at Philadelphia the 
geography of the northwest is on so 
tremendous a scale, says Dr. Gordon 
that hitherto it has been ignored as 
an insignificant creek. 
Dr. Gordon 


resolved to go up it as far ns possible 
and trust fortune as to his finding a 
portage fiom its head to the Koskok- 
wirn. 


lie camped one night near the mouth 


of this stream hi an Indian village 
One of the young men declared tha' 
he had crossed the divide between the 
tv\o streams and volunteered to make 
a map of the- portage for the doctor's 
guidi'.nce. Accordingly the youth drew 
on biich bark a map of a route up the 
Kantishua to its source, the hitherto 
unknown lake, Miutuana, within fifty 
miles of Mount McKinley, the tallest 
peak in Xorth America, and across by 
an easy portage of ten miles to the 
Koskokwini, whose course he outlined 
for a considerable distance both ways 


The canoe was forced up the river 


which ran so swiftly that it was neces 
sary constantly to resort to the tump 
lite— a line attached to the forehead of 
one of the travelers, who walks in the 
stream and pulls the canoe while the 
other steers. After 250 miles of this 
heartbreaking work Dr. Gordon came 
to Lake Miutuana, nestling at the foo' 
of Mount McKinley, and found the 
"easy" ten mile portage. 
It took him 


six days to traverse the ten miles. Once 
across, for two solid months the party 
paddled down the Koskokwini. makin 
geographical 
and 
ethnographic 
re- 


searches as they went 


On his return journey from 
the 


mouth of the Koskokwirn river to 
Xouie, a distance of over 100 miies 
Dr. Gordon nearly died of starvation 
and thirst. He was compelled to baz 
ard the stormy trip in a twenty foot 
trading skiff. 
On the first day out a 


storm aro^e. and the skiff was driven 
across Bering sea to the Siberian coast 
For twenty days the doctor and hi 
companions were buffeted by the sea 
iu the neighborhood of Bering strait 
On <hnrt ration* from the first, af 
the first five days there was nothing to 
eat but hardtick biscuit. Xear the end 
of the voyage water gave out, and only 
the sighting of Siberia, where the wa- 
ter cask was filled from a stream, 
saved the party from the horrors of 
thirst At the time of the landing in 
Siberia the provisions ran out alto- 
gether, r.nd as the coast was absolutely 
barren of life the party was compelled 
to put to sea again and face the return 
.tourney to America absolutely without 
provisions. Fortunately a fresh east- 
erly breeze took them to Nome in three 
clays, during which they had nothing to

O tlie average followers of af- 


fairs financial the name of the 
New York clearing house is as- 
sociated 
primarily 
with 
ihe 


weekly bank statement on which bro- 
kers sell or buy the market, ''S suits 
their disposition, and au annual state- 
ment of clearings, balances aud ey- 
chau^ca running Into wholly impossi- 
ble figures that ire only useful for 
cue v.'ho is ;,icjiaii:ig an address upon 
the commeiual greatness of tlie coun- 
try. 
To ihe average outsider still less 


is suggested by mention of the New 
York clearing house unless perhaps 
there remains a memory of some early 
study of blinks and their relationship 
to each other, says the New York 
Times. 


Go down past the clearing house 


building in Cedar street, 
between 


Broadway and Nassau, and there is no 
sign of gleat things happening near by. 
A doorway leading into a marble wall- 
ed foyer, where sits an ancient guard 
reading a newspaper; then a winding 
succession of stairs—more than one 
stairway and hardly two—and one 
comes into an upper corridor and meets 
another guard, also at his ease. 


Inside are two private offices that 


might serve any large private banking 


;, and organizations of business 


men in many quarters give their 
thanks to the New York clearing 
house for its service"3 in the interest of 
sound banking and proper business 
methods. It is easi'y a circumstance 
that merits a bit of study as to how it 
came about. 


Suppose one goes Lack, just for a mo- 


ment, to the beginning, before there 
v.-as any clearing lioi.-e at all. 
It was 


long enough ago to be in the days when 
the hoarding of one's wealth in a 
stocking wr«* not a matter for extraor- 
dinary comment. . Ijhcrse systems of 
banking cariying dheise consequences 
to the depositor had :"i:Ucted tbe coun- 
try, and there were not a few who had 
but little use for banks anyhow and 
chose to keep theii' funds at home, 
where they could be always obtaina 
ble. These chary cr.es, then, wanted 
to have their assets in a thoroughly 
"liquid" state." To iio that they took 
the chances of fire and robbers and 
rats, kept their deposits in their closets 
and made their clearances over their 
own hearthstones. 


It was a system that had certain ad- 


vantages, but was uot without its 
drawbacks. If one leaves out of con- 
sideration the element of safety in the 
stocking bank there is still an objec- 
tion of inconvenience when it comes

house and back of them a board room, 
impressive in its mahogany paneling 
and furniture. 
There is an air of de- 


liberation about the whole place. No- 
body speaks loudly; nobody appears to 
hurry; nobody acts as though he were 
at the very vortex of the great swirling 
financial community. 


Into these quiet quarters have been 


going daily for the last few "days a 
company of grave faced men. 
They 


meet in the morning in the boari 
room and are together for a half hour, 
an hour or longer, as the case may be. 
When they separate to leave the build- j 
ing each is greeted at the door by a 
knot of reporters with a common ques- 
tion: 


"Is everything safe?" 
And the members of the clearing

and it will be extended." 


Center of Land's Finance.

Just recently the Clearing House as- ' 


sociation has figured in thc news in an 
even more prominent waj. 
Certain 


gentlemen o* explosive financial meth- 
ods have been elimiiintecl from the 
banking situation. 
The papers have 


said that the clearing house did it— , 
went so far even as to compel one or 
more of them to sell their bank stock 
and otherwise to efface themseh PS. , 
The action is hailed as courageous and i 


to applying such a system to the es 
igencies of even the ordinary kinds of 
business. It involves carrying a great 
deal of money in one's clothes, which 
may be not only uncomfortable, but 
unsafe. It involves postponing collec- 
tions from one's fellow traders until 
they happen to have a sufficient amount 
of funds in their pockets to settle up. 
It necessitates much making of change. 


End of the Stocking Regime. 
So it is not difficult to see how thc 


system of letting a bank make the 
change and attend to the other bother- 
some matters between the man who 
pays and the n an who receives be- 
came a popular one and in measure as 
it commanded pvblic confidence super- 
seded the stocking theory of banking. 


These trite reminiscences are indulg- 


ed iu here to ruaiad the reader first 
that confidence aad credit based on 
confidence were essentials of the first 
departure 
that 
public convenience 


prompted from the stocking bank the- 
ory of doing business. And in the sec- 
ond place they a-e made in order to 
suggest thrt after the banking com- 
munity U-c.in.o highly developed, so 
that theio v. crc many peop'e clearing 
their own pe^'mal debits and credits 
throug'i man..

Mo'-:-V!) \\ouM h.ive no value unless 
its h.in.li:i!-_- i:i"ii<t in the end that the 
actual cash was to be pai'l out to the 


person to whom the debt was due. So 
the banks, with their steel and con- 
crete vaults for their cuplwards, kept 
their funds In their stockings and 
made their clearances over their own 
counters, sending forth their- messen- 
gers iu person with cash to pay those 
who owed and would not come to col- 
lect. 


Hence the establishment of the clear- 


ing house. 
Here was a community 


knitted mdre and more closely together 
every year by the strengthening of 
common business interest, becoming 
more and more a center for the ex- 
change of the country's business, 
where the weekly clearings ran into 
the billions of dollars and the weekly 
exchanges of credits into the hundreds 
of millions. For each bank to keep on 
hand all the cash needed to care for 
all the demands of depositors every 
day meant that practically all the^as- 
fc-cCss IcplcacliuUg uxti\ v <iccouliti> UiU&t 
be available at an instant's notice. 


Element of Danger. 


There was an element of waste and 


an element of danger in such a situa- 
tion as this. The element of danger 
was that the banks, obliged to keep so 
large an amount of cash on hand, 
would have shut down on their cus- 
tomers wheueser there was the slight- 
est contraction of money, lest they 
find themselves unable to make good. 
The element of waste lay in the limita- 
tions placed upon the investments 
which the banks might safely and 
profitably make of the funds in theii 
charge if only their actual cash out- 
lay could be figured on the net instead 
of on the gross basis. The clearing 
house was the result. 


And with the clearing house came 


mutual confidence based upon infor- 
mation. The member banks, first dis- 
closing to each other their debts and 
credits every day, later recognized the 
wi&dom of making a weekly confes- 
sion of condition. 
Side 'by side was 


maintained the right of the clearing 
house to go in and make an examina- 
tion at any time of a member bank, for 
the clearing house undertook to take 
from each bank belonging to it a state- 
ment of its claims against every other 
member bank, to balance those state- 
ments, collect the balances from the 
debit banks and turn the credits over 
to the banks entitled to receive them. 


Good Work Done In 1893. 


It was back in 1893 when the clear- 


ing house last demonstrated that it 
was an instrument of safety as well as 
of convenience. In the memory of re- 
cent things one needs not hark back 
to the money stringency of that time 
for illustration of >vhat such a condi- 
tion means to the bauks. In 1893 the 
people had to withdraw their money 
from the banks not because they dis- 
trusted the banks themselves or the 
methods by which they were conduct- 
ed, but because "the money was needed 
to pay for the necessities of business 
and personal life. There came a time 
when there was not cash enough in ac- 
tual circulation to go around among 
the banks if withdrawals were to con- 
tinue, and the prospect was for a sus- 
pension of payments not because of in- 
solvency based on inability to pay 
debts in liquidation, but inability to 
convert good assets into cash quickly 
enough to keep up with the demands 
of depositors. 
= The plan that was adopted has be- 
come historic. In tne office of William 
Sherer, the present manager of tha 
clearing house, there hangs a picture 
of a group of gentlemen gathered 
around a big board room table. 
At 


the head of the table is H. W. Cannon, 
then president of the Chase National 
bank, and around him are T. D. Tap- 
pan, 
who was president of the Galla- 


tin National; G. G. Williams, then pres- 
ident of the Chemical National; Wil- 
liam A. Nash, president of the Corn 
Exchange National, and J. Edward 
Simmons, president of the Fourth Na- 
tional, who are still at the head of 
those institutions, and E. H. Perkins, 
who was at the head of the Importers 
and Traders'. 
With them were Mr. 


Sherer and W. J. Gilpin, assistant 
manager of the clearing house. 


Eliminates Cash Exchanges. 
The committee became known as the 


clearing house loan committee. -- Its 
procedure wag to eliminate entirely 
the exchange of cash between the 
banks in settling their balances with 
each other by means of a system of 
clearing house loans and credits. Thus 
if a bank had a debit balance of $250,- 
000 it would be required to put up ap- 
proved collateral with the clearing 
house backing a loan to it in this 
amount. If a bank, on the other hand, 
had a credit balance it would receive 
a certificate from the clearing house 
in this amount having the pledge of 
the associated banks behind it 


By this method it became possible 


for the banks to use all their funds 
for their over the counter business 
without having to employ any part of 
their cash to settle their balances in 
the clearing house. The degree of the 
emergency may be judged from the 
fact that currency sold at a premium 
of 4 per cent, and the banks without 
concern for possible receivership ap- 
plications refused to pay out cash on 
their checks presented in any large 
amounts until the depositors could sat- 
isfy them that the money was needed 
for legitimate purposes. 


The panic of 1S93 passed by and 


there were no bank failures in the 
clearing house circle. The names of 
the men who were on the loan commit- 
tee of that year went down into his- 
tory as having performed a great pub- 
lic service that was to stand unique 
until the crisis of October, 1907, was 
reached. 


The clearing house committee of 


1007 will also go down in financial his- 
tory as having exercised effectively 
and skillfully the moral suasion which 
is the chief power of an organization 
with billions of assets among, its mem- 
bers,
